BOARD OF SUPERINTENDENCE OF DUBLIN 
HOSPITALS. 

TO HIS EXCELLENCY JOHN MARQUIS OP ABERCORN, K.G., 
Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland.

May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals, 
have the honour to submit to your Excellency this our Ninth 
Annual Report for the two years ended 31st March, 1866, during 
which we have carefully inspected the several Dublin hospitals 
which receive grants from Parliament. These are — 

1. The Westmoreland Lock Hospital. 

2. The House of Industry Hospitals, viz. : — • 

a. The Hardwicke Fever Hospital. 

b. The Whitworth Medical Hospital. 

c. The Richmond Surgical Hospital. 

3. Steevens Hospital. 

4. The Meath Hospital and County Dublin Infirmary. 

5. The Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

6. The Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

7. The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

8. St. Mark’s Ophthalmic Hospital ; and 

9. The Hospital for Incurables, which receives a portion of 

the Concordatum Fund. 

On making these inspections we carefully inquired respecting 
the state and condition of each institution. The wards and all 
other portions were examined to ascertain if due provision were 
made for the comforts of the patients, and all necessary attention 
given to them, and if the several parts of the buildings were kept 
in good order. We issued the Circular (No. 1), Appendix, request- 
ing any information or suggestions which the Governors of each 
hospital might wish to offer in respect to its funds, management, 
&e., and we give the replies in the Appendix (No. 2). 

The Lock Hospital. 

77 patients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 1864 ; 
918 were admitted, 909 discharged, and 18 died, in the year ended 
31st March, 1865, and 68 remained at that period. 36 of the dis- 
charged patients are stated to have returned to their friends, and 
42 to have gone into Dublin, Penitentiaries.

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 90 ; the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
35 days. The mortality was 1 *94 per cent. 

807 patients were admitted, 829 were discharged, and 6 died 
in the year ended 31st March, 1866, and 64 then remained. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 72 ; the time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
32 days ; 35 of the patients on being discharged are stated to 
have returned to their friends ; and 75 to have gone into Dublin 
Penitentiaries. 

The hospital when inspected was in a satisfactory condition. 
It then contained 69 patients, 15 of whom were in bed. 

The House THE HOUSE OF INDUSTRY HOSPITALS. 

0/ i/ospitaif. 57 patients remained in the Hardwicke Fever Hospital, 65 
• — in the AVhitworth Medical Hospital, and 103 in the Richmond 
Surgical Hospital, on the 31st of March, 1864 ; 1,249 were admitted 
into the Hardwicke, 988 into the Whitworth, and 1,053 into the 
Richmond, during the year ended 31st March, 1865 ; 1,100 were dis- 
charged from the Hardwicke, 907 from the AVhitworth, and 1,057 
from the Richmond ; 112 died in the Hardwicke, 73 in the Whit- 
worth, and 20 in the Richmond, in the year ; and 94 remained in 
the Hardwicke, 73 in the Whitworth, and 79 in the Richmond, 
on the 31st March, 1865. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 72 in the Hardwicke, 64 in the Whitworth, and 96 in 
the Richmond. 

The number of days spent in hospital by each patient averaged 
21§ days in the Hardwicke, 23^ in the AVhitworth, and 31^ in 
the Richmond. 

The mortality on the number treated to a termination in the 
first hospital was 9*2 per cent., in the second 7 '47, and in the 
third 1*85. 

1,410 patients were admitted into the Hardwicke Fever 
Hospital in the year ended 31st March, 1866, and one was bom 
in it, 1,251 were discharged, 166 died, and 88 remained at the 
end of the year. 

1,025 were admitted into the AVhitworth Medical Hospital, and 
one was born in it, 945 were discharged, 79 died, and 75 remained 
at the end of the year. 

1,117 were admitted into the Richmond Surgical Hospital, 
1,078 were discharged, 23 died, and 95 remained on the 31st 
March, 1866. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 80 in the Hardwicke, 64 in the AVhitworth, and 77 in 
the Richmond. 

The time spent in hospital by the patients averaged 19f days 
in the Hardwicke, 21 in the AVhitworth, and 234 in the Rich- 
mond. The mortality in the first was 11-71 per cent., in the 
second 7-70 per cent., and in the third 2-18 per cent. 

The three hospitals were clean, well ventilated, and in a satis- 
factory state. 
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Of the 1,249 that were admitted into the Hardwicke in the 
year 1865, 246 are marked simple fever, 21 typhoid, and 662 
typhus fever. Of the first and second class, only 2 died, and 66, 
or 10 per cent, of the third, died. The mortality in the fever class 
exclusively was 7-26 per cent., that in the scarlatina, 14-40, in 
small-pox, 9 per cent., in bronchitis, acute and chronic, 8 per 
cent. 

132 small-pox cases were admitted into the Hardwicke in the 
year ended March, 1865, and 12 died, and 90 were admitted in the 
year ended March, 1866, of whom 11 died. 

Steevens’ Hospital. 

167 patients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 1864 ; 

2,701 were admitted, 2,624 were discharged, and 61 died, in the 
year ended 31st March, 1865, and 183 remained at that period. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year was 168. 

The time spent by each patient in hospital averaged 22 U days. 

The mortality was 2 '27 per cent. 

The maternity department of the hospital attended 114 extern 
labour cases. 

2,091 patients were admitted in the year ended 31st March, 

1866, 2,025 were discharged, 59 died, and 190 remained at the end 
of the year. 

The average daily number of beds throughout the year was 161 . 

The time spent in hospital averaged 26 days. The mortality was 
2’83 per cent. 

120 home labour cases were attended by the officers and pupils 
of the Maternity Department. 

The hospital was in a satisfactory condition when inspected. 

The Meath Hospital. tu Meath 

Hospital. 

61 patients remained in the infirmary wards of this hospital on — 
the 31st March, 1864 ; 887 were admitted, 846 were discharged, 
and 36 died, in the course of the year, and 66 remained on the 31st 
March, 1865. 8 patients remained in the fever wards at the 

commencement of the year, 277 were admitted, 248 were dis- 
charged, and 20 died, in the year, and 17 remained at the end of it. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the 
year, in the infirmary wards, was 63; in the fever wards, 13^. 

The time spent in the infirmary wards by each patient averaged 
26 days, in the fever wards, 20^ days. 

The mortality in the infirmary wards was 47 per cent., in the 
fever wards, 7 '46. 

906 patients were admitted into the infirmary wards in the year 
ended 31st March, 1866 ; 855 were discharged, 54 died, and 63 
then remained. Two hundred and ninety-eight were admitted 
into the fever wards, 277 were discharged, 18 died in the year, 
and 20 remained at the end of it. 

The average daily number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 70s in the infirmary wards; 16 in the fever wards, The

mortality in the former was 5'94 ; in the latter 610 per cent. The 
time spent in hospital by the infirmary patients averaged 27 
days ; by the fever patients, 18 days. 

Of the 275 that were admitted into the fever wards in 1865, 40 
are marked “simple fever,” 75 typhus, and 45 typhoid fever. 
None of the first class died ; 11, or 14 66 per cent, of the second 
class died, and 7, or 15 5 5 per cent, of the third class died. 30 
cases of small-pox were treated in the fever wards, and 2 died. 
Of the 298 that were admitted into these wards in the year ended 
March, 1866, 125 are marked typhus fever, 16 typhoid, and 31 
febricula; 1 1, or 8*60 per cent, of the typhus class died. 

The hospital was in a satisfactory condition on inspection. A 
new laundry has been erected in a fit situation. 

The Cork-street Fever Hospital. 

70 patients remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 1864 ; 
2,086 were admitted, 1,829 were discharged, and 152 died, in the 
year ended 31st March, 1865, and 174 then remained. The 
mortality was 7'67 per cent., or two per cent, more than it has 
been for many years. 

The admissions exceeded those of the previous year by 281. 
The average daily number in hospital throughout the year was 
105f. The time spent in hospital by each patient averaged 19£ 
days, exceeding by 4£ days the average of the three previous 
years. 

2,151 patients were admitted in the year ended 31st March, 
1866 ; 2,056 were discharged, 163 died, and 106 remained at that 
period. The mortality was 7'60 per cent. 

The average daily number in hospital throughout the year was 
114 ; the time spent in hospital by the patients averaged 19 days 
each. 

Of the 2,151 admissions, 1,221 are marked simple fever, 898 
typhus, and 40 typhus complicated with other diseases. None of 
the first class died; 134, or 16 per cent, of the second, died; and 
12, or 30 per cent, of the third class, died. Thirty-one cases of 
small-pox were treated in separate wards, and 6, or 19-35 per 
cent., died. 

On some occasions the pressure on the hospital rendered it 
necessary to admit 20 patients into wards that were only intended 
to accommodate 15 or J 6. 

While we here give the above returns, we beg to observe that 
the record of diseases in the hospital registry, as well as the 
registry itself, were found on examination to be very imperfect. 

The Rotunda Lying-in Hospital. 

38 labour cases remained in this hospital on the 31st March, 
1864 ; 1,367 were admitted, 1,345 discharged, and 28 died in 
the year ended 31st March, 1865, and 32 then remained. Of the 
chronic class, 5 remained at the beginning of the year, 190 
were admitted, 184 were discharged, 1 died, and 10 remained on 
the 31st March, 1865. 

The average daily number of labour cases throughout the yea# 
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was 344, of chronic patients 9. The labour cases averaged 9£ 
days in hospital, the chronic 17|. 

The mortality of the labour class was 2'4 per cent. ; that of the 
chronic, 0'54. 

15 extern labour cases were attended during the year. 

1,496 labour cases were admitted in the year ended 31st March, 
1866; 1,450 were discharged (including 123 that were not then 
in labour), and 28 died, leaving 48 in hospital at the end of the 
year. 187 chronic patients were admitted, 185 were discharged, 3 
died, and 9 remained on the 31st March, 1866. The mortality of 
the labour class was 2-6 per cent., that of the chronic, 1-60. 

The average daily number of beds occupied by the labour class 
throughout the year was 40, by the other 9. The time spent in 
hospital by the first averaged days ; by the second, 18 days. 

Four extern labour cases were attended in the year ended 
March, 1866. 

The hospital on inspection was in a satisfactory state ; but we 
learn, by a letter from the Secretary, of the 22nd of May, 1866, 
that in April an outbreak of puerperal fever had taken place, 
which necessitated the temporary closing of the hospital. 



The Coombe Lying-in Hospital.* necvmfe 

11 labour cases remained in this hospital on the 31st March, Hospital. 
1864 ; 068 were admitted, 568 discharged, and 5 died, in the year — 
ended 31st March, 1865, and 6 then remained. Three patients 
of the chronic class remained at the commencement of the year; 

61 were admitted, 53 discharged, and 2 died during the year, and 
9 remained in hospital at the end of it. 

The mortality of the labour class was 0'87 per cent., that of 
the chronic 3'63 per cent. The average daily number of beds in 
the labour wards throughout the year was 15, in the chronic 
wards 5. The time spent in hospital by each of the labour class 
averaged 9| days, of the chronic, 28 days. 

587 extern labour cases were attended at their respective resi- 
dences.

— admitted, 281 were discharged during the year, and 19 remained 
on the 31st March, 1865. The average daily number throughout 
the year was 23. There was no mortality. The time spent in 
hospital by each patient averaged 29 days. 

254 patients were admitted into this hospital, and 249 were 
discharged in the year ended 31st March, 1866, and 24 then 
remained. The number of beds occupied throughout the year 
was 22 ; the number of days spent in hospital averaged 29. 

The institution was in a very satisfactory state. The dispen- 
sary department is well arranged, and affords very valuable 
attendance.

1864; 64 were admitted in the year ended 31st March, 1865; 
3 were discharged, 34 died, and 109 remained at that period. 

The average daily number in hospital throughout the year was 
95^. The mortality on the number treated to a termination was 
92 per cent. ; that on the number under treatment, 23-29 per cent. 

77 patients were admitted in the year ended March, 1 866, one 
was discharged, 39 died, and 146 remained at that period. The 
mortality in the number treated to a termination was 97'50 per 
cent. The average daily number in hospital throughout the year 
was 118. 

On the day of inspection the hospital contained 158 patients. 

The comforts of the sick appear to be well attended to. 



Classified lists of the diseases of the patients admitted into 
each hospital, in the years ended March 1865 and 1866, and 
of the diseases of which patients died in each, are given in the 
Appendix (No. 3). 

We append Tables, Nos. 4, 5, and 6, which show in detail the 
income and expenditure of each institution in the above years ; 
number of patients treated, the mortality in each, the average 
daily number of beds occupied in each throughout each year, and 
the average annual cost per bed in each hospital.

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 4th inst , which I have laid before the Board of Governors of this 
Institution. 

The Committee, in referring to their reply of last year, to the similar 
and usual communication from your Board, regret that they must state 
that the unfavourable circumstances detailed in their letter are now much 
aggravated by the continued aud increased pressure on the Hospital 
during many months of the past year, as will be seen by reference to the 
accompanying table 
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Comparative State of the Cork-street Fever Hospital during the 
Years 1863-4, 1864-5, and 1865-6.

On examining this table, it appears that the average daily number of 
patients during the year 1865-6 was 114*15, or 14 5 % per cent, over the 
number contemplated by Government in the Parliamentary Grant, and 
nearly 60 per cent. (59*16) above the daily average of 71*72 patients, 
which this Institution accommodated in the year 1863-4. 

The average during this year 1863-4 (which all the resources of the 
Hospital were not more than adequate to maintain) will be seen by the 
table to have been frequently doubled, and sometimes even trebled by the 
monthly averages of the past year 1865-6. It is manifest that this can- 
not continue, and that unless further means be provided, it will become a 
necessity for the Committee to restrict the admissions to the Hospital to a 
reduced number of sick, such as their present funds will enable them to 
support. 

At the close of the year 1864-5, the Committee, finding the pressure 
still continuing, in order to make every effort to meet the expenditure of 
a so much larger than usual average of patients, made a special appeal to 
the citizens of Dublin, which was responded to by a subscription of £400 ; 
a continuance of this, however inadequate, addition to the funds of the 
Hospital, cannot be relied on, and considering the increased expenditure 
consequent on the very high average of sick during the past two years, 
the Committee view with apprehension the necessity of restricting their 
admissions. 

This step would be very repugnant to the Committee, as this Institution 
has hardly ever refused admittance to a proper object of its care ; whether 
they shall have the ability to continue this system, which, under Provi- 
dence, has proved such a blessing to the city, must depend upon the aid 
they may receive for the purpose.

Sir, — I am directed by the Governors of the Lying-in Hospital to ac- 
knowledge your letter of the 4th inst., requesting that the Board of 
Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals may be supplied with any informa- 
tion or suggestions which may be deemed necessary by the Governors 
preparatory to their report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. 

In reply, I am directed to inform you, that the Governors have not any 
particular suggestions to offer with respect to this Hospital ; they consider 
the establishment to be in a very satisfactory state. The returns of the 
patients relieved, and the other details for the year ended 31st March, 
1865, have been already furnished to you. 

The Governors would only observe, that the committee of ladies, by 
whom the fund for providing cabs for the patients leaving this Hospital 
(referred to in my letter which appears in the last Report of the Board of 
Superintendence), encouraged by the success of their labours, have since 
directed their attention to the providing a fund for supplying clothing to 
the infants of such patients as are in circumstances of such destitution as 
to require this assistance ; and they have every reason to hope, that in 
this benevolent effort they shall be equally successful. The Hospital for 
the past year has been in a very healthy state, and free from any epide- 
mic ; and the building and furniture are in a good state of repair.

Coombe Lying-in Hospital, Dublin, 
April 27, 1866. 

Sir, — Tour letter of the 4th inst. was submitted to the Governors of 
this Hospital at their last meeting, and I am directed to inform you, for 
the information of the Board of Superintendence, that the Institution 
continues to afford efficient aid to the poor objects of its charity, in all its 
respective branches. 

The deficiency of the accommodation afforded by the Hospital for the 
reception of patients, as well as in the Dispensary Department, had long 
attracted the attention of the Governors, and has been observed upon by 
the Board of Superintendence ; but the difficulty of procuring the large 
sum necessary to carry out the required enlargement and alterations 
hitherto proved a barrier to any effectual action being taken ; within the 
last few months, however, an unexpected stimulus was afforded by the 
munificent donation of £2,000, lodged to the credit of the Institution by 
Benjamin Lee Guinness, esq., d.l., m.p. for the city of Dublin. Plans for 
the contemplated alterations and enlargement have beeu prepared by Mr. 
D. C. Ferguson, and approved of by Mr. Guinness and by the Governors, 
and it is hoped that in a short time the contractor will be able to com- 
mence the works; some little delay, however, has arisen in consequence 
of a slight defect having been discovered in the legal title of the premises, 
on which it has been proposed to erect the new wing ; it is expected 
that this difficulty will shortly be removed, and the building works bq 
permitted to proceed. 
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The same generous donor has promised a further sum of £500 towards 
the erection of a new Dispensary Building (with wards annexed, to which 
cases of infectious disease, arising within the Hospital, may be removed), 
should the Governors be able to procure an eligible site for the purpose ; 
and they are now negotiating the purchase of a plot of ground in the 
immediate vicinity of, and directly connected with that on which the 
Hospital stands. They therefore hope soon to be in a position to avail 
themselves of this further generosity of Mr. Guinness.

Hospital for Incurables, Donnybrook-road, 
April 30, 1866. 

Sir, — I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 4th inst., requesting that the Governors of this Hospital would supply 
the Board of Superintendence with any information or suggestion which 
they may deem advisable to give, respecting the state- and condition of the 
Institution preparatory to their annual report to His Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant, and, in reply, I am directed to inform you, that during the 
past year a new wing on the east end of the Hospital, capable of contain- 
ing 40 beds, has been erected at an outlay of about £1,400, thereby 
enabling the Governors to increase the number of patients from 112 to 
146 (the entire number the house can accommodate being 160). In ad- 
dition to this, a new laundry with steam boiler, drying rooms, servants’ 
apartments, coal cellar, straw and clothes stores, have likewise been built 
at a cost of about £600. 

The Governors taking advantage of the new wing (to shift the patients), 
had the old house thoroughly painted and repaired, so that now the entire 
Hospital is in the most complete order and fully furnished, therefore the 
expenditure under this head will be but trifling for years to come. 

The Governors feel gratified to add that all these improvements have 
been solely effected through the aid of a generous public, and without any 
encroachment on the vested capital of the Hospital. 

In consequence of the increased number of patients, a third physician 
(Dr. Perceval) has been appointed at the nominal salary of fifteen guineas 
per annum for car hire. 

In couclusion, I am directed to state that the condition of the Institu- 
tion, as to its internal arrangements, is maintained in the highest efficiency 
and with strict regard to economy.

Appendix to Ninth Report 'of the 

House of Industry Hospitals, 
Dublin, February 7, 1867. 

Sir, — I received and laid before the Board of Governors your circular 
requesting that the Board of Superintendence of Dublin Hospitals may bo 
supplied with information or suggestions respecting the condition of the 
House of Industry Hospitals, preparatory to their Annual Report for the 
year ended 31st March, 1866, to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. 

In reply, I am directed to furnish the following information relating to 
the period in question : — 

The newly-built wing of the Richmond Surgical Hospital, referred to 
in the last published Annual Report of your Board, viz., that for 1863-4, 
as being then in course of erection, wa3 completed and opened for the 
reception of patients on 1st February, 1866. 

The new building comprises two very fine wards of the following 
dimensions : — Length, 80 feet ; breadth, 26 feet ; height of lower (male) 
ward, 26 feet 8 inches ; of upper (female), 15 feet 6 inches. These wards 
are lighted and ventilated on the most approved principles. They afi'ord 
ample accommodation for about fifty patients. 

There have also been provided additional apartments for the use of the 
resident pupils, nurses, and ward-maids, together with new bath-rooms 
and lavatories for the patients. 

Four new water-closets have been erected — two on the eastern side of 
the house, in connection with the new building, and two on the western 
side, which had hitherto been unprovided with any. 

The privies in the yard have been altogether removed. 

Owing to the cracked and dangerous state of the staircase main-wall of 
the old building, the Governors were obliged to have it taken down and 
rebuilt. 

The staircase was found to be so much decayed that it had to be 
replaced by a new and spacious one, of stronger construction, easier of 
ascent, and otherwise better adapted to the requirements of a surgical 
hospital. 

A new skylight window, with louvres in the roof over staircase, 
admit additional light and air into the entire building. 

The expenditure incurred for these “ extraordinary works,” as also for 
those in connexion with the Hardwicke Fever Hospital ( vide Report for 
1863-4), has seriously encroached on the ordinary funds of the Institution, 
no supplemental aid having been vouchsafed by Government (beyond the 
usual grant voted by Parliament, as barely adequate for the maintenance 
of the patients and establishment), for the prosecution of these most import- 
ant and necessary works. 

The vacancies created on the Board of Governors by the demise of the 
late Alderman John D’Arcy, of Doctor Edward Hutton (who for thirty- 
nine years was attached to the Richmond Hospital as visiting, and latterly 
as consulting, surgeon), and of Alderman Atkinson, have been filled up by 
the appointment by the Lord Lieutenant of Charles Cobbe, esq., d.l. ; 
Alderman M‘Swiney, j.p. ; and Charles Colthurst Vesey, esq., j.p. The 
Hon. Jenico W. J. Preston, d.l., has been appointed a member of the 
Board in succession to Mr. Domville, resigned. 

The vacancy on the Medical Staff, consequent on the retirement, after 
twenty-five years’ service, of Sir D. J. Corrigan, bart., Senior Visiting 
Physician, has been filled up by the appointment of Doctor Robert D. 
Lyons, who takes rank as junior, after the other physicians. Sir Dominic 
has since been appointed Honorary Consulting Physician to these Hos- 
pitals. 

The Rev. Edmund Childs, m.a., has succeeded the Rev. William Mar- 
rable, resigned, as Protestant Chaplain. 
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The number of Resident Pupils and Clinical Clerks has been increased 
from five to eight, viz., four for the Surgical, and four for the Medical 
Hospitals. 

An apartment in the Richmond Hospital has been specially appropri- 
ated and fitted up for instruction by Mr. Wilson, f.r.c.s.i., in diseases of 
the eye and the use of the ophthalmoscope. 

The condition of the various Hospitals and other departments of the 
Institution is satisfactory.

Sir, — Having laid your letter of the 20th instant before the Board of 
Governors of this Hospital, held yesterday, I am directed to inform you 
that they have not any suggestions to offer to the Board of Superin- 
tendence of Dublin Hospitals respecting this Institution, which is at present 
in a very satisfactory state. 

An outbreak of puerperal fever occurred in the early part of the pre- 
sent year, and the Hospital was closed for some weeks, during which it 
was thoroughly painted and lime-washed ; and the Governors are happy 
to state that it has since been in a healthy condition. The number of 
patients in the labour and chronic wards, and those attending daily at the 
Dispensary, is very large, and the arrangement referred to in the last 
Report, for sending the patients to their homes in cabs (without encroach- 
ing on the funds of the Hospital), has proved highly satisfactory. 

The average number of male pupils receiving instruction in the Hos- 
pital for the last three years has been about seventy annually ; that of 
female pupils, about thirty-three. 

The hospital is at present in perfect repair.
